STANDARD BOOTHS are of Royal Blue Bengaline 
curtain material supported by 2” polished aluminum 
tubing. Dimensions are shown above. Unit sign in- 
cludes unit number, leader's name, sponsoring insti- 
tution and subject. 


Q—When can we start setting up our booth areas? 
Thursday May 16 — 9:00 a.m. — 12:00 p.m. 
Friday May 17 — 9:00 a.m. — 5:00 p.m. 
Your booth must be ready at 7:00 p.m. Friday, May 17. 
Q.—How can we participate in the opening ceremony and the 
special features? 
Two Scouts from every unit will carry the American flag and unit flag in the opening ceremony. Requests for special features such 
as Cub Carnival, arena show, etc., should be made directly to your district Scout executive. 
Q.—Are open fires permissible? 
No. Only charcoal fires are permitted with a box of sand or sheet of thick asbestos on floor underneath charcoal stoves and extend- 
ing a foot around all four sides of stoves. At least four fire buckets, No. 10 cans, should be in booth filled with water, painted red 
and lettered FIRE. 
Q.—Can we use liquid fire starters? 
NO. Make your own. Newspapers, rolled tightly about 2” thick, wrapped in string spaced four inches apart, cut between string, 
dipped in melted paraffin until soaked and dried, make excellent fire starters—or cut up milk cartons. 
Q.—We have a triple booth. How many tables and chairs will we receive? 
One table and two chairs will be allotted each unit. Additional tables and chairs may be rented at approximately $2.00 for each 
table and two chairs, or may be brought in by the unit. 
Q.—Will the Amphitheatre be guarded? 


Yes. However, to be safe, units should remove valuable items at close of each performance and return them for following per- 
formances. BOOTHS MUST BE OCCUPIED BY UNIT PERSONNEL THROUGHOUT THE HOURS OF THE FAIR. This protects booth 
contents during the hours of the Fair. 


Q.—May we participate by having a booth as well as a part in the arena show or Cub Carnival? 
Yes—provided your unit has enough personnel and skills. 
Q.—Who buys tickets—who is admitted free? 
All adults purchase tickets. Scouts in uniform and children under 16 when accompanied by their parents will be admitted free. 


Q.—How do we get participants’ passes? 


Participating Cubs-Scouts-Explorers in uniform will be admitted free. Two exchangeable passes for each participating unit will be 
made available to leaders charged with the responsibility of setting up booths.
